It hath an eye to werzwe , that it fade not for lacke of 
incouragement, and to vice, that in over-ſpreade not all 
for lacke of weeding. Heere wee haye wertue walking 
| likean auncient Englishman with an honorable traine 
of followers; and vice like a moderne Gallant, who hath 
travelled away his verue, wit, and wealth, and returnes 
| with a ſingle Page,according to that approucd Proverbe, 
Sinne gaeth before , and shame followes after. 

The termes are clcare cnough ; wee all vnderſtand 
vyhat is meant by [u//ice and Honor,and Sinne and Shame. 
Iuftice is either eſſential, or virtual. 

Eſſential! Inftice is God himſelfe, cuery attribute of 
God being God, 

Virtual Inflice is a beame of that Sunne, For though it 

be true, that onely divine Iuſtice of it ſelfe, abſolutely 
and immediatly-guilds all perſons and places it reflects 
ypon vvith fauour; yet it is alſo true, that God by viriu- 
all luſtice, (a ſparke of the ſame celcſtiall fire) as by an 
in(trumentall cauſe, is pleaſed ro adorne. and beautific 
the humane nature, yea and to accept of honour inten- 
ded by man to the diuine Nature : For hee that honoureth 1,542,730, 
me (faith God) I'Willhonour: Agif God were plealed to 
exchange (as it were) commodities with man , aud ſo to 
prize the ſcruice of man, as to returac a rewatd for 
#1 B 2 mans 
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mans worke : not (I muſt confeſſe) either out of condte- 
zitie or congruitie, as if man did merit it ; but out of a- 
bundant «ice, ſince God hath out of Mercie promi- 
ſed it, 

This Iuſtice then here ſpoken of, is virtual ice, the 
iuſtice of man commuaicated to him by Gods ſpirit. 

And this is either v#iverſa!, or particular. 

1 Pniucrfall Tuſiice is that holineſſe and ſanditie, 
whereby we giue ynto God yvhat belongs vnto him in 
our religious yyorship and ſeruice, as Faith, Feare, Loue, 
Honour, and the efeas of theſe ; vyhich muſt bee per- | 
formed according to the expreſle letter of the Law , his 
vvill deligered in the Scripture , vyhich is the infallible 
Word of truth, otherwiſe it cannot be juſt , if it contra- 
didts that word of God which is the rule of truth and 
taſtice, 

2 Particular Tuftice is that, vyhereby wee giue vnto 
man vvhart belongs vnto man , as fidelitic in promiſes

ſtcritie, but to doe God ſervice, and other men good, 
knowing that Heathens could ſay , Nom ſolum nobs nats 
ſumus, ſed partim patrie, partim parentibus, &c. and there- 
fore followeth the zwle ginen by Saint Pas! 10 Tims, and 

Tit,2-42, contracted clolc in three Aduerbes , vt vinamw ſobrie, 
en#te, pie. 
Fiilt, ſobrie, ſobetly : becauſe all iuſtice mult begin at 
home, it is the rule ot all , Loxe thy nerghbour a5 thy ſelfe :

Bleſſed bee the Lord 
thy God Which delighteth in thee, to ſet thee on the throne of 
Iſrael: becauſe the Lord lowed Iſracl for ener , therefore made = 
he thee Kine, to doe indeement and iuſlice, r. King. 10. 9, 

Thus x we ſce how a family is honoured by ha- 
uving one iuſt man the Maſter : A City is honoured by 
hauing one iuſt man the Magiſtrate : A Kingdome is 
honoured by having a iuſt and wiſe King : but __ 
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alt,'or the greateſt part of men are iaſt in the houshold, 
and all, orthe greateſt part of housholds are iuft_in the 
Citie; andall, or the greateſt part of thoſe Cities and 
Coantics arc 1#/ ina Kingdome : when i«#1ce raignes 
thus vniuerſally, then, then is that verified which Salo. 
mou here athrmes, Iuſtice mabeth a Kingdome or Nation glo- 
riowus : Or Luſtice exalteth 4 Nation, For as in old Rome all 
the Senators ſeemed Kings, ſo here the Magiſtrates 
ſeeme gods, reſembling God in iuſtice, I hane ſayd ye are 
gods : the Miniſters ſeeme Angels,reſembling Angels in 
lanQitie and diligence : the people ſceme bleſſed ſpirits, 
liuing in loue , irypcace, in holineſſe,and happineſſe:and 
the whole Common-wealth ſeemes a heauen vpon 
carth, full of ſobrietic, iuſtice and godlineſſe. Euill men 
may malice it, the Kings of the carth may conſpire a- 
gainſt ir, Satan and his affociates may vndermine it, bur 
God protects it with his arme, guides it with his Word 
and Spirit, and guilds it with his glorious preſence. 
Take one example without exception for all, cuery 
the Raigne of that cuer. memorable Queene Elizabeth, 
within whoſe heart, as all royall Vertue was enshrined, 
and in her Raigne all truc Religion and Iuſtice flou. 
rished, ſo for the confirming of this Maxime aftcr her 
death, this Flogizm was engraued vpon her Tombe, b 
the commandementof her ynpartiali Succeſſor : which 
isthe more remarkable for-the honour both of the li.

whole Globe of the Earth twuiſe ſayled 
round about. 


What could be more ? yet all this was true, and much 
more. And thus were we happy. And thus we ſee how 
Iuftice exalteth a Nation, when it giues Sinne his due pu- 
nishmenr, and Vertuchis doe reward: when the Coun- 
eriman darcs traucll fafcty abroad, or fleepe at home yn- 
der his owne Vine without fearc of thecues or enemies: 
when the Merchant dares trade without feare of Pirates 
at Sca, or Farmers and watchers at Land: when every 
man dares buy and fell, without feare of couſcning, 
dares flic to the Courts of Conſcience without feare of vn - 
doing; dares plant, and plow , and ſow, and reape, and 
grow honeſtly rich, and be knowne to bee fo , withour 
feare of Empſon and Dudley, or the like : when if men 
haue no other capitall crime, Innocence shall not be ac- 
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one and the ſelfe ſame manner dcuoutly, a 
dares ſerue him otherwiſe; vehea things are generally 
thas diſpoſed, this makes a flourishing eftate,this makes 
a nation glorious. And thus much of the firſt propoſi- 
tion or Aphortiſme , Iuſ/ice exalteth a Nation. We come 
to the ſecond : But ſanne is a shame 10 any people. 

Peccatum et voluntas retinendi vel conſequendi quod juſti- 
tia vetatur. And hecre that rule holdes, Inin#itia vni+ 
ver ſa juititi.e oppoſita , non pars viti) eft fe vniverſum viti- 
um. As juſtice before contayned all vertues, bur eſpeci- 
ally the carriage of one man toanother as the molt ſu. 
preme and ſenſible vertue; ſo heere all finne is intended, 
but eſpecially injuſtice as the proper and moft apparant 
oppolite to juſtice : And that to let vs ſee, how injuſtice 
(vvhich is juſtice miſ-done , corruptly, or left vndone. 
negligently) is the cauſe of all ſinne,and ſo conſequent. 
ly ofall shame the reward of (inne;, as juſtice duly cxecu. 
icd is the cauſe of all vertue, and o by conſequence of 
glory the reward or crowne of veriue both heere and 
heereafter. 

To clecre this, looke into Paradiſe, looke into Hef, 
looke into Heawer, and looke vpon the Earth for cx» 
amples. 

1. In Paradiſe, when God had made man according 
to his image in original juſtice , and giuen him the law 
of Nature to be his guide, and to teach him how to 0- 
bay God, and command the Creature , with this one 
ealic andexpreſſe prohibition not to cate of the frute is 
the midf of the Garden, Sathan comes to the woman and 
like a Sophiſter perſwades her , that if Man would cate 
thereof, he 5bowldbe like God, knowing both good and ewill. 


They vyere like gods before,being created the image of 
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God; but in coueting wore, they loſt yvhat they had, 
And obſeructhe yvayes and degrees of precipitation; 
Euah that vvas made to obay, would nceds command, 
for the text ſaith, che Serpent perſwaded ber , but shee gave 
to the Man like a Miſtreſle , and it is fayd, he did cate 
thereof, as if he durſt do.no othervviſe.

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ceaſed, as if killing the finners, he had killed the ſinne, 
and killing the finne he had killed the punishment. As 
they were ſtayncd by Zimries ſinne, ſo they were hono- 
red by Phineas Iuftice ; for Inſtice exalteth a Nation but ſinne 
js 4 shame to any people. This Balaaws knew well , when he 
taught Balaack to lay a ſtumbling blocke before the If 
raclitcs to cauſe them ſinne,that ſoshame might-follow 
Rewel. 2. 14. This Phineas knew well, who therefore re- 
moued the ſtumbling blocke , that Iuſtice being execu- 
tcd,the Nation might beexalted.Pſal:106.30. The ſtum- 
bling blocke heere layd was Adwiteryand Idolatry. The 
Lord therefore in his mercy keepe vs from ioyning in 
marriage with 7dolaters : ſince wee ſee temporall forni- 
cation brings in ſpirituall; and the coniunQion of hearts 
with the bodies of ſuch , makes Salomon ſinne. Bodily luit 
blinds the eyes of ſpirituall loue. | 

Whata shame was it for Sampſon the Tudge of the pe- 
ople to fall by a woman ? Yeato haue his eyes put out, 
and togrind ina mill as a punishment of his ſinne; The 
cyes of his iudgement were firſt put out, then the eyes of 
his þody. He that followes haſt grinds in a mill; runnes 
in around circle, beginning where he cnded ,and is a 
flaue toworſe enemies then the Philiſtins , cuen to his 
owne baſe luſt , paſſions and affections, and to Sathan 
their Captaine and Commander. 

What a shame was it for Eyes ſonnes whoshould haue 
dchorted others from ſinnc , to be the ring-lcaders to 
ſin i{& whilſt they should haue compelled others to come, 
in, forced them out of Gods houſe by their ſcandalous 
offences? And thus by their irregularity to occaſion the 
loſle of the Arke of God , the vntimeiy death of their 
good old father, andthe ouer-baſly trauell of a paſſio- 
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nate and affeQionate wife, who dying,named the ſonne 
of her ſorrow [chabod, to witnelle, that Glory Was departed 
from Iſrael , and shame was like ſodainely to follow tor 
their /anne. 1. Sam. 4. 
What ashame was it for the bad ſonnes of good Samnel 1. Sams, 
whilſt they 5hould haue punished others for bribery, to 
take bribes themſclues, and to ſet ther authority to ſale 
for couctoulneſſe} Peccat voluntarimns ſciens , quando & con- Arift.lib,8, 
trario viitur ſcientia. —_— 
And to ſumme vpall witha ſupreme example of Go2s , xj,.,.7 
Iuſtice in punishing mans Iniuſtice; what a shame was it 
10 [eroboam, who was placed by God in a high eſtate,and 
rayſed from being a ſervant to be a king, vngratcfully 10 
leaue that God; and whereas he should haue punished 
ethers for ſinning, to draw others to ſinne, by precept Ro» ?+ 32, 
and example ? And to be branded with a luperiatiue 
Shame, That he was the man whomade [5rae!to finne? Yea 
to haue a curſe denounced againſt him and his ſeed, That _.. 
they should bee remoned a5 doung : like doung defiling the SE—_ 
chaire of State. O what diſtance is there betwixt the 
throne and the dounghil!? Yet they should be remoued 
as doung: That dogs should cate ſuch of them as died in the 
City, and the foules of the ayre ſuch as dyedin the field ? 
Laſtly , take for example the wiſe. obſeruer of this 
—_ of State, Sa/omon himiclfe , who doing juſtice was 
norcd and inriched aboue all men;but declining from 
juſtice had (awe following his /ame {o tarte,that Sirati- 
des one of his owne ſcholers fayth of him. Thow didft x. ,, 
bow thy loynes to Women and Wert ouercome by thy body , thou 19, 20, 
did/t Haine thy bonor , and haſt defiled thy poiterity , and haſt

I make no queſtion if now Ishould propound ſome 
admirable proie, how to raiſe great ſurames of mony, 
filling the Exchequer, and thoſe mountaines alotr, 
without drayning the Country bogges below, Ishould 
be welcome to Court, and my meſſage and perſon in- 
tertaind with fauour.

and Country, to makea campe royall. But now I pro- 
pound a Proiect more profitable,more gainefull, more 
neccſlarie; a warre more ſafe, more glorious, more ho- 

—norable : I feare though the Holy Ghoſt (the Churches 
Generall) bids me lift yp my voice like a trumpet , I 
may haue ſmall intertainement of many , and amongſt 
all ſcarce finde a voluntary;nay, hardly preſt ſouldiers c- 
nough to fight theſe battayles of God againſt ſinne , Sa- 
than,the world,and the flesh. 

Yet for my part ſince (though vnworthy) I am heere 
ſet as an Officer for the preſent, and hauce vim admonend;, 
though net vim coercend; in this place z 1 will do what 
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belongs vnto me, todire@ you the right yvay, arme you 
to theſe warres, leauing the ſucceſle to God and to the 
Magiſtrate, yvho beares not the ſword in vaine, but mutt 
either (mite with it vvherc he findes ae, or be [mitten 
vvyith it to his owne shameand dishonour.

Such as doubt of the generall truth of theſe Apho- 
riſmes, notwithſtanding all that hath beene ſaid, 1 re- 
ferre them ouer to reade at their leiſures the 26. Chap» 
ter of Lewtticus, vyhere they Shall ſee this argument han» 
dledat large, to the clearing of every doubt, and fatisfa- 
Qion of cuery obieRion, beyond that vvhich the limi- 
ted time of an houre will affoord me roome puncually 
to delineate. Onely for the preſent I am eſpecially 10 
acquaint foure ſorts of men with this Prozed?, and to 
arms them fit for theſe warres; namely, 1, the 1dz2 , 2.

Worthy and honorable Iudges, I intend not to take

God hath taught me; to vyhich end I humbly beicech 
you toſuttera yyord ofexhortation : Your good words 
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doe well, your good, workes , and good examples doe 
better. Salomon the Preacher Was King in lernſalem, Eccl.r.r. 
As therefore he gaue good charges like a Preacher, hee 
looked that his Officers should diſcharge and execute 
his Lawes and Canons like a King. Corpora celeſtia calefa- 
ciunt, non in quantum calida, ſed in quantum ſunt velocs mo- 
tm & luminoſa. Shine therefore as you had wont in the 
eycs of all, as glorious examples of grace ; and firlt ſee, 
examine, ſearch out truth and falshood, vice and vertue, 
right and wrong ; for therein conſiſteth the glory of a 
Magiſtrate; the aduantage of place giues you meancs to 
do it,as the Sunne ſurvayes all things in his circuit. And 
then by ſwift motion , by ſwift execution, heate the 
coldneſle of our Climate, ſtirre yp our zeale, ripen our 
late fruites, dry vp our drunken finne, whoſe inunda- 
tion makes vs barren, vnfruirfull, and like water powred 
foorth, vvcake to encry good worke. Oratio glorie vm- 
bra. The people will ſpeake as they finde and feele ; and 
cither praiſe or diſgrace, followes good or euill deſert 
like ashadow. Therefore the shame of cuill gouerne- 
ment befals the Gouernours : For as the Indze of the people 
rs bimſeife, (faith Siracides, cap. 19. 2.) ſuch are his Offers : 
and What manner of man the Ruler of the Citie 1s, ſuch are all 
they that dwell therein. The people are the Magiſtrates 
Shadow, but much more his Officers. Cuius e# poteſtas, 
eius eff ati. ladges theretore ovght to beware, that not 
onely themſelues be innocent, but that their Favonrites, 
(O farre be that name from a ludge, let Vertue and Ju« 

ſtice be onely his Fawowrites| their Shadowes, their Fol- 

lowers I meane, be cleanc-hearted, and cleane-handed 

too; and cuer remember, that the glory or dishonour 

not onely of themielucs, but of the whole State lies in 

their 
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their hands; For In#tice exalteth a Nation,but fame i 4 chame 
to any people. 

Before | part from this party, I muſt ſpeake to the 7«- 
Fice of Peace, who is an Appendix to this large Patent of 
Juſtice, though ſomewhat abridged of tate. 1 defire him 
to receive this plaine, but free and wholeſome admoni- 
tion :* Firſt, that he be carcfull to binde his wife to the 
Peace, his children to the good behauiour, that they in- 
termeddle not with affaires of the Commonwealth vn- 
called, and voſworne, leſt they make the husband, the 
father ashamed, as they hane done many husbands, and 
many fathers of late in this Land. 

Secondly, that he ſuffernot a notorious tranſgreſſor 
of the Law in any kinde to be a Retayner of his, and to 
vvalke free from the cenſure of luſtice , vader the sha- 
dow and proteQtion of his Liucrie. 

Thirdly and laſtly; fince Projetors haue eaſed him int 
his Office, and ſet vp Alchouſes (thoſe ſchooles of miſ- 
rule) vnder the authoritie of the broad Scale, and fo left 
him little todo : that he yvould purſue carefully ,, what 
he hath begunne profitably, and binde out youths to 
Trades,and binde Tradeſmen to their-yvorkes,that they 
may not (as now they doe ) lcarne to trade to the Ale- 
houſe , and from thence to the Gallowes ; but by the 
vvay take in the Houſe of correftiog. And thus much 
of the firſt perſon, the Iudge.

uere cenſures madeexamples to warne others to beware 
of vacharitableneſlſe. As Danidprayed to God , Lord bee 
mot merciful to them that ſame of malicious Wickedneſſe; (o do 
I to you, my Lords. Doubtleſle whilſt Dawid prayes that 
Gog vvould nor be mercitull to ſuch, hee intended to 
shew no mercie towardsthem himiclte : for vyhere ma- 
lice is the purfuer of the quarrell, it is pitie but inſtice 
with (cucritic Should meet with the purſuitc. 

As for all others I aduiſc them, that (where they can) 
they should charitably compound their owne dittcren. 
ces, or ſuffer themlelues{for their owne good) to be go- 
verned by the luſtices of peace, or their next diſcreeteſt 
neighbours, who are ready to.doe for them without 
charge,what muſt be here done perhaps by Tweluc leſle 
ſufficient men after all their expences. 

But in vain ſpeake Lto-them, (hot:headed fellowes 
as they are) 1 mult therefore turne me to their Pafors,by 
whom perhaps they will bee governed. Alas no, the 
Suit for the moſt part is betwixt him and them; hee by 
his example learnes them to wrangle, and oely in that 
they will be his followers. But it hec bee ſuch a man as 
rather attends vpon the preaching of the Goſpel of 
Chriit, then the practiſe of the Lawes of the Kingdom, 
(I meanc 1n forbearing to commence aQtions) and ſo 
out of conſcience will rather ſuffer ſome wrong, then 
right himſcite too haſtily by the Lawe, euill men will 
eltceme him the leſſe, and giue him the leſle ; nay, they 
will giue him nothing, and care nothing for him. They 
fay of ſuch, that they are God Almizhties fooles , and they 
meanc to make them their foo;es too. Qr laſtly, it hce 
be (as 100 often he is) a good- fellow Parſon, (as they ityle 
him) hat is, a Flite tn exery cup, a Flea 11 euery companie 2, 
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s«kipping from the pot to the pulpit : then out of baſ® 
fellowship and familiarity with him in ſinne, they wor” 
thily contemne him, He may leade them perhaps to the 
Alchouſe, there to drinke themſclues friends, and then 
focs againe when they are drunke or ſober, but from 
the alehoulſe he will not, and from contention he can- 
not otherwiſe leade them; having shamed and ſtayned, 
and dishonored the dignity of his Prie/hoode, and {6 
worthily loſt all reſpe and reucrence due ro his perſon 
and calling. Therefore (hopeles heere of remedy for this 
miſcheefe) I muſt turne me. to their learned Counſel at 
lawe, by whoſe aduiſe perhaps they wilbe ruled; for 
theſe ſtand both for the Plaintife and Defendant,and the 
as and words of the one are taken for the ats and: 
words of the other. 

You learned Gentlemen are the eldeſt ſonnes of the 
Lawe, the profeft followers and ſcruants of Iuſtice. Is it 
not therefore a shame that in this Conntry where you Norfolk 
moſt abound, moſt ſuites abound , as if you bred diſea- 
ſes and did not take care to cure them 7 Giue me leane, 
I beſeech you ,” all free and 'generons-minds atnongſt 
you, to ſcoure off the ruſt which canker-frets your noble 
profeſſion , that ſo no ſpots'may be ſeene to blemish 
your honors; Where the guilty meets reprehenſion , there the 
wvertwous meet commendation: The fil of the-one, is the 
raiſe of rhe other. The good montr vp with 1u#xe, the 
bad ſfinke downe with thame. 5 

I know the Workeman is Worthy of his hire; 1 know what 
an hono:able age a well ſpent youth deferues to hane, 
Butis not this a shame{l appeale to the beſt of you)that 
a man $hould ſcll himſelfe fora Fee (as Achab fold hims- 
felfe ro Wworke Wickednes) or let himſelfe out for an hower 
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or two to boulſter out an vaiuſt ation,and to outface a 
juſt ation , and that for a perſon that is knowne to be 
malitious, again(t a widdow, or ao orphane, ora poore 
ſimple man at leaſt afſuredly againſt an innocent ? Nay, 
is it not ashame 10 be ſcen to hauea hand in ſuch cauſes, 
much more to giue counſcl & countenice to ſuch perſos 
for the aduantage of ſuch cauſes? to vſe all art , and skill, 
and authority, to peruert iudgement, to ſeduce the Iu- 
ry,to prejudice and confound the true witnefle , and to 
dire and animate the falſe : as if God had giuen vs all 
thoſe talents of Eloquence, lcarning,judgement,memo- 
ry,tauour, credit, authority, wealth, and wit,only to do 
wrong?O! | beſeech you, ſincela//ice makes you lo great, 
as you riſe to build the greateſt families of this Land, 
lay a lawfull foundation ypon good ground , that it 
may not totter aſloone as you are dead, and trot before 
your bodycs be rotten, Let not an ill-gotten Weage be 
tound in your coffers, to corrupt and conſume all the 
relt. O gather not your Oakes to build your houſes v- 
pon that day which God hath ſet apart for himſclfc. 
For if fickgatherers were punished who wrought to ſup» 


16.26 ply their neceſlities, and Manna (Angels food, a Sacra- 


meat of Chriſt)might not be gathered on that day;then 
how $hall they cſcape;nay how $hall they be punished; 
(tor eſcape they shal not)who negleft Gods ſervice, who 
neglc the workes of jultice,charity,and picty,to them- 
ſelues, to thcir neighbours, and to God, and make a 
couenant, yea (ell themſclues that day to do vajultly, 
vacharitably, and impiouſly to defend vniuſt cauſes, to 
oppoſe charitable ations, to ouerthrow pious works, 
and to gather wealth tor the maintenance of ryot , ex- 
£clle, and all manner of (ia? It was once a queſtion in- 

deed 
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| deed, amongſt the Phareſies, whether it were lawfull to 

doe good on the Saheorh day or no: but | thought till 
now,that to do enil ypon any day , eſpecially vpon this 

day, had beene without queſtion vnlawfull. Bur if it be 

now queſtionable with any, learne to oucrrule it vvith a 
booke-caſc in the Scripture,the Law of God. And for 1<vi'.26- 
praiſe in the Lawes of the Land, take the renerend i 37: 
Judges for a preſident , and be ſonnes vyorthy of ſuch 
fathers, vvho being moued by the vycake oratory of 
ſimple man ,.but the powerfull operation of Gods holy 
Spirit, )haue left an old corrupt cuſtome,ſubmitted the« 
ſelues to the holy ordinance of God, & forborne torra- 

uell ypon that day, becaufe they would doe iuſtice,and 

not rob God, vokuld they vyerc ſcruing Ceſar : tor they 
knew well, That Inftice exalteth a Nation,but ſine is a shame 

to any people. 

And thus much for the ſecond and third perſon, the 
Plaintife and Defendant & their learned Counlel at Law. 

The fourth perſon required neceſſarily in cuery ordi- 
nary judgement, is the vvitneſſe. And this is not only 
hce vvhich is brought in by Sb-pena in ſome ſpeciall ac- 
tion , but cuery lury-Man, eucry Officer, vvho ought 
to informe the Court of truth , & to preſent ſuch crimes 
as are vvithin the compaſſe of their inquirie. 

Theſe yvould be looked aſter, my Lords; for theſe are 
the principall cauſe that juſtice is not executed : yyhilſt 
for feare or fauour, or ſome other ſiniſter reſpet , they 
conceale yyhat they knovv,or are packt and made afore- 
hand fit for the matter. And I hauc heard ſome of the 
vviſeſt ſort ay, that if your Honors vyould bee pleaſed 
to take an cxaQ roule andaccom pt of ſuch preſentments 
as arc brought and found before you this Aſſiſes, and 


revicyy it againe at your returne the next Aſliſes, and 
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ſo continne it by a ſetled courſe, you shouid finde fome 
Lacks faulty , and ſome cogges milling , vvhereby the 
whecele of luſtice is hindered in his circular courſe: yea 
doubtles , you should finde ſome ſaints names wiped 
out of the Calender,which you had ſet there perhaps in 
red Jetters. 

And now vvorthy Countrymen, I turne me to you; 
Conſider I beſcech you theſe three things aduiſedly: 
1. Firſt the danger of lying , much more of ſwearing 
falſely , vvhilſt thereby you offend againſt foure per- 
fons. 

1. Firſt againſt your owne conſcience, vyhich you 
wound; and though now you bee not ſenſible of the 
ſore,it will feſter, and you $hall then feele it moſt when 
there vvilbe tound no plaiſter to cure it. 2. Secondly, 
you offend againſt the innocent , whom you hurt and 
ouerthrow. z. Thirdly , you offend againſt the Iudge 
whom you miſlcade to do. iniuſtice. 4- Fourthly, you 
offend againſt God, whom you contemne , taking his 
blefled Name in vaine , and he hath ſworne, and yvill 
performe ir (for he cannot lye, much leſle forlweare 
himſcltc) that he Will not hold you guiltleſſe. 

2. Secondly, conſider the dauger of concealing ſinne: 
although you thinke it nothing, buta caſt of your Of. 
fice, a curteſy, a fauour, that you may doca friend in a 
corner vaſcene and ynshent : yet aſſure your ſclues 
yvhilit you palliate ſinge, you take vpon you the ſin 
committed ; and whatſocuer after the party may come 
mit for.lacke of cenſure or due punishment, it is your 
finne aſwell as his ; though he bee the lawleſle father, 
yer you muſt anfwere for the Baſtard. 

3+ Thirdly and laltly , conſider the dignity of your 
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{mployment, and the honour'or shamme which ſucceetis 
it, What a dignitic is it to bee eyes andeares'to theſe 
great Officers { nay, to bee (as it were) ioyned in com- 
miſſion vvith them to punish ſinne, to execute iuſtice ? 
As therefore you thinke it a $hame in any of them, 
vyhere you ſce, or doe but ſuſpett an yniuſt conniuence 
at ſinne : ſo call home your thoughts, and conſider, if 
among a few triujall matters you will be found tavulrie, 
how they may be held excuſed, if amongſt a multitude 
of ſcuerall caſes their iudgements or atfefions be in- 
tangled by ſome particular. And finceall. crimes in the 
Country are in your owne hands to preſent to punish- 
ment, blame your ſclues if you bee ouer-cumbred with 
offenders. Deſtroy idlencſle, and deſtroy all other vi- 
Ces; for all vices like vermine breed in that burrow. But it 
you neglett this, being flouthfull and idic your (clues, 
and cuery one $hifting off the worke from his owne 
Shoulders, poſting itrfrom oneto another , (as men ra- 
ther deſirous to pleaſure an cuill neighbour, then to be- 
nefite the Commonwealth) aſſure your ſelues, theſe vi- 
cious perſons hal be left ro corrupt your children with 
their wicked conuerfations;and (o ia time not onely to 
deſtroy and waſte your priuate eſtates, but to indanger 
the whole eſtate of the Commonwealth ; and vnder- 
mine it with vice, as it isreported of a great Citie ouer- 
throwne by Conies, and the like Vermine', ſuftered to 
digge and harbour ynder the walles and houſes theregf. 
For Iuſtice exalteth a Nation, but ſinne is 4 shame t0 any people. 

And thus much of the laſt perſon, the Witnefle, But 


- now leſt all the reſt that heare mee this day; should 


thinke the matter nothing concernes them , vvhoare 


neither Judges, nor Plaintifes, nor Detendanits, norwit- 
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neſſes, I muſt before I conclude, ſay ſomerhing to all in 
enerall. 

To all therefore in generall I giue theſe two obſerua. 
tions : you haue heard how [u#ice exalteth a Nation, and 
how /mne u« a shame to any people : I pray therefore collec 
your ſpirits, call home your thoughts,and make fcrious 
and diligent inquiric of theſe two particulars : 

1. Firſt, inquire and conſider whether this Nation 
of ours ſtands now in as honorable termes with other 
Nations in the eye of the world, as it had wont : if yout 
finde it doth continue the wontcd reputation , then | - 
iudge our luſtice remains ; but if you finde it begia to 1 
inke in the noſthrils of forraine Nations , then con- | | 
clude certainly, that onr ſinne abounds. 

2. Secondly, begin at the other end, and con fider 
if there be any great ſinnes pratiſed in the Land, and 
left vnpunished; ſuch as ate blaſphemie, the prophana» 
tion of the Lords day, drunkenneſſe, murther, and the 
like; or ſome crying ſfinnes committed with an high 
hand, asif they were vertues; ſuch as arc Vſvric, Extor- 
tion, Bribery, Oppreſſton, and all manner of hke cor- 
ruptions : Sigh, and pray, and weepe , and 5hew your 
ſeclues no partners in the /ame, but ſorrowfull for the 
»hame that followeth. But if ypon examination you find 
this Nation cleere of thoſe crtmes , or that iwſice is duly 
executed vpon the committers of ſuch crimes,then con- 
elude vs a glorious people. For Iu#ice and Honour haue | 
zelation cach to other, and ſo hath Sinne and Shame : if .! 
wee be init we are glorious ; it wee be glorious,we arc iuft : 

- _ ſafull, we arc thamefull; if we be shamefull,weare

The pooreſt and ſimpleſt man that is may thus ladge

that he be not iudged. Nay,thus in execution of juſtice 
vpon himſclfe, he may helpe forward to aduance the

finne, hee may bee one of the ten to. preſerue a people 
from shame, as Lot had done Sodome, ifibere could haue Cenef.1% 
beene found nine more iuſt ike himſelfe in that Citic, 
For euery inhabirant is either an CAchan to shame the 19937:

| |& lomon, who with his iuſtice and wiſedome delivered the 
Citic from the extremitic it ſtood in. And therefore 
_ vvhatſoeuer thouart, be ſober in thy ſelfe, in thy appa- 
rell, meate, drinke, deſires ; bec iuſt ro thy ſelfe, and to 
thy houshold : gouerne thy wite , chaſtile thy childe, 
cherish thy ſeruant, Looke then abroad, detraude not 
others for thine owne. advantage ; ſell nor heauen for 
earth. Thinke when thou art weighing of commodi- _ " 
ties, thouart weighing.of thy ſoule ;. the ſcale of Iuſtice 
is in thy hand; and if thou addeſt to thy ſane for gaine, 
thou addeſt to thy 5heme for loſſe. Thinke when thou arr 
meaſuring thy Wares, thou art meaſuring thy Iuſtice, Mar. 7; 2 
and ſo thy glory, It is in thy hand, to make the longj.

You haue heard in the begianing of two marriages 
orconiuntions in this text of Scripture : the firſt be- 
wing Iu/lice and Honour ; the ſecond betwixt Sinne..2 aud, 
, E 3 Shame; 
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Share ; and how vve muſt not ſewer what God hath ioyned 
together.

- But hane we done thus ? hane wee beene thus iuſt? 
alas no : for then yyhen Offices cither in the Church 
or Commonwealth vyere voyd, it would bec as hard a 
matter to findc iuſt & yertuous men fit to ſupply them, 
as now it is hard for worthy men to finde imployment, 
except they buy it from the vnworthy. 

| The ſecond marriage is betwixt Sinne and Shame : Cd 
where therefore vve finde Sinne in vyhatſocuer perſon, 
high or low, rich or poore, let ys ſend his wife Shame to 
beare him company; for better trouble one houſe then 
more. | 

But have we done thus? hane we bin thus juſt to'gine 
cuery /mne his proper shame } hauc not, many husbands 
amongſt vs loſt their prerogatiues with Adam, and ſuf. 
fered their wiues to over-rule them without shame ? 
Hath not Za«hjoyned with Sathan againſt God to make 
her husband great * And hath nor Ieſabe/! painted, and 
whored, and plotted , and witched, and waded through 
blood to her owne wilfull cnds, and all without shame? t1- 
Hath not Noah diſcouered his nakednes, & Lot commit. \ 


ted inceſt in their drunken fits ? Hath not the ſonnes of 
Fly made marchandice of ſacred things? And rhe ſonnes 
of Sammel (old lufticeand judgernentzand both exceeded _- 
in Cuill as their fathers in good , and all without shame ?: 
Nay , hath not Gehez# ſo traded in bribes, that he goes 
braner then his maſter , and all without +Hame ? 1 have 
no preſidents in the Scripture ro expoſtulare _— 
wit 
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with this froward generation, Some fianes whith we pra- 
tile are t00 abhord to find matches,and therfore l muſt 
ſpeake plainly. Are men ashamed to reſemble women 
both in their apparaile, & in their effeminate fooleries ? 
or are women ashamed to be like men in their clothes, 
or in their debosht fwaggering and moſt *1ffian-like 
carriage ? Nay, is either (exe ashamed thus accoutred, to 
confront the Pulpit, which should better inſtru them, 
or outface the bench of luſtice, which should shame and 
corre them for theſe abhominations ? Is any man a- 
shamed to be an viurer oran oppreſſor ? Nay , is it not 
rather a 5hame that only for lackeof mony and meanes, 
not for lacke of good will , wee are not all ſuch? Isany 
man ashamed to be ſactilegious? Nay, is there any other 
facriledge knowne, but only to teaſe a booke,or a Sur- 
plice, or the like,out of a Church? For ſpirituall Liuings 
4mpropriated,and Simonaicall Marts iuſtified, theſc are 
warranted with double. Youchers, And Preſcriptions 
below, and Prohibitions aboue fweepe' all from the 
Clergy by flcight or by force, and ſo mwzz/e the poore la- 1.Corg, of 
bouring Oxe, as they make an Aſſe of him. 1s any man asha- 
nicd to be a blaſphemer ora drunkard ? Nay,is any mart 
ashamed ro force men firlt rodrinke drunke, and then 
by conſequence to blaſpheme, as the Sodomites would have Gen. 19-4. 
Forced the _Angelrto ſame? Briefly, there is no aR that I F* 


know whereof to be asghamed, but this that I commit in 
eclling men ſo plainely of their finnes : for this perhaps 
=_ may be cenſured by ſome, but by none (I hope) tha 


can tell how to cenſure themiclues. 

But all this while having ſpoken of axe, wee haue 
mentioned shameas a condigne punishment following 
it, whca now With ys 5azme is of fo {lcight account, that 
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did not pane follow vnlawfull Pleaſure , few or none 
vvould abſtaine from any ſinne for any 5hame. Indeed 
shame had vvont to be ſuch a punishment, as all other 
punishments yvere vailed ynder it, contained in it, and 
expreſt by it, as the pectals by their genus. So wee reade 
Indz. 18. 7. that the men of Laish yvere lazie, and care- 
leſle, and ſecure in Ginne,becauſe rhere was vo Magiitratep 
to put them to shame; that is, to punish them. And shame

fall into the hands of God, then to flie With shame and dishonor 
before men ; yea Saul himſclte, when his Kingdome was 
rent from him, deſired Samuel, yet to honour him before the 
people; though he loſt his Crowne, he cared not ſo much 
for that. 

This vvas then a ſenſible part, but now vve are inſen- 
fible of shame and dishonor ; and being paſt shame and 
paſt grace, there is no hope of cure, yyhere there ap» 
pcares ſo much dead flesh in the heart. 

As vvc had two coninnetions, lo we had two ſeparations 
in this rext; and as wee muſt not fcuer what God hath 
joyned, fo yve muſt not ioyne What God hath ſeparated. 

God hath ſeuered [w/fice and Shame, and Sinne and Ho- 
nour, doe vve keepe them thus ſeuercd ? O no? vvee 
hauc found a way to make a nullity of this marriage be- 
twixt In#tice and Henour,; and yvce haue married Iuſtice tO 
Shame, and Sinne to Honour, 

For is itnot a shame to be ſober, and juſt, and religi- 
ous? and if we ſay, hecis a ſober man, is it not vnder- 
ſtood, as it vve called him arade, melancholy, and vn- 
ſociable dolt ? If vye fay, heis a iuſt man like 7b, is it 
not intended as if vve had ſaid, Hee is a {imple filly tel- 
Jow, ynfitto deale inthe yyorld i And if we fay, - is a 
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—_ anttified perſon;lIs it not aſmuch as if wee had cal” 
led him a Reclsſe,or a Puritan? As if fooles,and madmen, 
and Schiſmaticks were only holy , and to bee a Chriffian 
were nothing but to bee an Fpicure. |; 

Againe, hauec wee not married Sine and Honor 
ther} Conſider if Honor be not to be bought and fold; 
Nay, conſider if all honorable Offices cither in Church 
or Common-wealth be not expoſed to ſale, and ſet v- 
pon the Matket-hill with this word of 1«de in their 
Mouthes, 2uid dabitis } what will you giue me? what 
will you giue me and you $shalbe a Knight, a Lord, an 
Eatle 2 what will you giue me, and you shalbe a luſtice 
of peace, a Serjeant, a ludge} Nay, what vvill you giue 
me, and you shalbe a Parſon, a Deane, a Bishop ? This 
I thinke is ſinne: for the Law (if the Lawe vvhich is the 
rule of Iuſtice, bee iuſt) cals it ſinne, cals it bribery, cor- 
ruption, Simony, anoatan rg our pradiſe cals 
it, wiſedome, policy, and luſtice. Yet how hard is honor 
got without this hooke? and what preferment need that 
man deſpayre of, who hath this baite,and knowes how 
to lay it? And mult not the buyer (ell?I appeale to your 
conſciences whether it yyere not Injuſtice to deny him 
that liberty. 

Laſtly,as we had before two marriages,and two ſepara- 
tions, lo wee haue in this text two oppoſitions; the firit,be- 
twixt /»//ice and fare, the ſecond, betwixt Shame and Ho- 
nor , as betwixt light and darkeneſſe, truth and falſe- 
hoode, white and blacke , God and Sathan , hell and 
heauen. It were a shame therefore to ioyne thoſe things 
rogether which God hath oppoſed in Nature. If I»/ice 
therefore should make ſane eyther a wife , ora childe, 
Or a fricnd,or a ſeruant, or a fauorite and companion at 
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bed,or atboard,oron the beach; this could not be done 
without's Diabolicall contrat?.a Sodomzitical mixture,a (inne 
2gainſt Nature. Therefore tet [u/tice make ſane a flaue, a 
drudge, a priſoner : for if he waxe familiar once, he will 
rule and reigne ouer thee, and thou shalt not be maſter 
at home, no not in thine owne houſe; nay, not in thine 
owne heart. 243 

Genel,z, I haze put emmity (faith God to Sathan)berwixt thee and 
the Woman, and b:twixt Her feed and thy ſeed : This enmity 
muſt continue. He shall breake thy head, and thou 5halt bruiſe 
hs heele. The beſt men may haue their heeles bruiſed 
and trodden on by Sathan, ſometime be overtaken by 
ſinne: (Euen holy Dawid tooke anap, holy Paule him-

finnes, ſinnes like vertnes; Much lefſe lethim blind 
our cyecs with giftes; for thats the way to breake our 
heads indeed, when wee'cannot ſee to defend our ſelues; 

-227+4- Nay,to breake our necks too-from the Chayre of Moſes, 
with poore, old, weake, blinde decrepid Zly. 

To conclude all, this Nation of ours at this day, out- 
ſnnes all the Nations of the world, cuen in their proper 
finnes for which they haue beene infamous : Wee oat- 
drab the 1talian , out-drinke the Dutch , out-braue the 
Frenchman, out-brag the Spaniard. Surely, as wee out-at 
theſe in /iane wee muſt out- ſuffer theſe in shame; and is it 
not a shame wee should doe ſo? wee that know ſo much

your father the Diuel, (faith our Saiuour) for bis Works do 
yee. Shame followes ſame; it is all the Inheritance that Sa- 
than gines his children [except paine) as an increaſe to 
the portion. Honor belong to legitimates: ſuch ſucceede 
their fathers in the badges and cognizances of honor, as 
in yertue and worth, I«fice is a note wee are Gods chil- 
dren, it is his charaQter,his ſtampe, his ſcale, his impreſſe, 
his image, and shewes that wee are begotten to good 
workes by the Grace of his holy Spirit:the inheritance is

A Prayer for the Whole Hate of the Realme. 


() Lord, thou haſt made all things for thine owne glorie 


to manifeſt thy power, thy wiſdome, bewtie, love, 

juſtice and holines: and amongſt all theſe things, thou 
haſt made man after thine image, enduing him with originall 
power, wiſdome,beautie, love, jnſtice,and holines. And that he 
might not only have, but exerciſe theſe vertues, thou madeſt 
this inferiour world for him,and didit ſubieR a world of Crea- 
tures to his rule and government; ſo that he ſeemed a God 
ypan earth, having ſo free,fo large,ſo ample a comaund over his 
fellow Creatures. He was naked and not ashamed, for being 
framed by ſn perfeRt a workman, and formed after thy image, 
the image of perfe&tion,he knew that there was nothing with- 
in him, or without him, whereof he need be ashamed, but much 
whereof to glorie and reioyce, The more he ſaw and contem- 
plated himſelfe, the more cauſe he ſaw there was to love him- 
ſelfe, for being like thee, and to love thee for ſo making him, 
This Sathan ſaw with eavie, and it was another hell for him to 
ſee it : and (hating thee and all things for thee) he ſeduced man

againſt. And that Sathans envie might be more exaſperated (a3 
a punishment vnto himſelfe, a glory vnto thee ) that which he 
intended for our curſe thou haſt turned to our crowne, and 
wee are truly in a way tohecome like thee, yea to be vnited ta 
thee: So that as if thou hadſt made all things for man, we have 
intereſt in all things, in thee and all; and thus are truly, what 
Sathan falſely told vs, wee should be , become 45 Gods hnovving 
good and evill; the evill by preſent experience and fruition, the 
good in future hope and expeRation. And that wee might 
not faint in this our wearie pilgrimage, thou haſt breathed thy 
Spirit into vs, and given him tobe our comforter, who daily 
asfiſterh our prayers, our meditations, our devotions , teaching 
vs to call thee Father, and leading vsimto every truth; daily re- 
ſiting for vs our profeſt enemy Sathan, giving vs wiſdome to 
diſcover his treacherie, and diſcerne him for an adverſarie;daily 
renueth in vs thine image, conforming vs by degrees to the 
rules of thy lawe;making vs wiſe, and beautifull,and loving, and 
juſt, and holy in parc,by inſpiration, iaſtruRion ,and afflition; 
by the humble and patient ſufferance of worldly wiſdome to 
beguile and flowte vs, of corporall beautie to contemne and 
deface vs, of carnall love to reie&R and ſcorne vs, of poktique 
juſtice to perſecute and martyr vs, of ſuperſlitious and ydola- 
trous holineſſe to shun add abhorre vs, of devillish Atheiſme 
to deride and abuſe vs: whiteſt wee know and reſt aſſured, that 
thou, who workeſt all things for the beſt for thine eleR , thy 
poore diſtreſſed and dif enſed little locke, beholdeſt all this, 
and laugheſt to ſcorne the foolish imaginations of mans hart, 
and in the meane time ſecureſt vs of thy love by infallible teſti- 
monies, and teacheſt vs in every eſtate tobe cantented: know- 
jog, that thou w ho ordereſt all things according to thine owne 
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Food willand pleaſure,and takeſt care for Lillies to cloth them, 
for Ravens to feed them, for Sparrowes to houſe them, that 
madeſt an Arke for preſervation of fowles and beaſts and cree- 
ping things, that numbreſt the hayres of our heads, and wile 
rot looſe one of them, wilt much lefle looſe one of vs, or let 


. Sathan ſnatch vs out of thy hend, whom thou heſt made with 


ſuch care, and purchaſed at fo deere a rate, but wilt at thy good 
time cauſe all things worke together for our beſt. So thatwee 
are perſwaded, Neither death nor life, nor Angels, nor principalities, 
nor poyvers, nor things proſent, nor thing s to come, nor height, nor depth, 
1:07 any other creature, shalbe able to ſeparate vs from thy love, vyhich 
#4 in Chrift 1 ESVS our Lord. Inafſurance of which Jove, wee 
comend ynto thee not only our ſelves, but all that have written 
their names vpon the croſſe of thy Sonne, Py our Sove- 
reigne the King of great Brittaine, whom thou haſt honored with 
the ſtyle of Defenderof the Faith, and to this end made Antichrift 
(like Balaam and Caiphas ) prophecie his owne overthrow, in 
conferring thattitle. O Lord, as thou haſt honored him with 
it, and enabled him towards the performing of that duty more 
then others, annoynting hin vyith the ole of Science above bis fel- 
loves, ſo inflame his heart with true zeale and courage, end 
ſtrengthen his hand with true conſtancy, that he may till ap- 
peare, worthy of it in the eyes of all men. 

Blefle the Prince,and remember where heis, in a wilderneſſe 
of temptations, as thine owne Sonne was, from whence none 
but thy divine hand can bring him off ſafe. Let it be thy glory 
by babes and ſucklings to confound thoſe mightie Potentates ; and the 
moreSuperſtition and [dolatrie he beholds,the more let him ab- 
horre it; & now calling to minde the truth which he hath beard, 
and wiſely conferring all things together ; ſo worke, 
that his conſtancy may shewe, it is only ignorance that holds 
them in Idolatrie, and that our Princes are too learned, and reli- 
gious for their Frieſls to ſubvert. Keepe him [O Lord] ſafe 
for vs, and zeturne him, in thy good time, ſafe to vs, and haſten 
that time, O Lord, wee beſcech thee, thereby to free our pan- 
ting hearts from feare.
